TRIAL OF MAPLES

Pelham, Ga., July 28.—(Special.) 
It was estimated that fully 150,000 
pounds of tobacco were in the ware- 
houses here when the sales opened to- 
day, which was attended by 2,000 
people. The market was opened with 
a talk by J. G. Garrison, of Ochloch- 
nee, who pointed out that Pelham’s 
tobacco market was already a suec- 
eess, more tobacco being on the floor 
— was expected for the opening 
day. 

Some of the first tobacco offered 
was of low grade, but smiles of dge- 
light spread over the faces of its 
owners as prices of 12 cents, 14-cents 
and even 16 cents was offered. for 
these off-grades. As the jabbering 
group of sellers and buyers passed 
down the line now and then could be 
heard the shout of different farmers 
as they saw tickets of 20 cents, 30 
cents and 40 cents placed on their 
baskets.

“There is no more reason to be- 
lieve that man descended from some 
inferior animal that there is to be- 
lieve that a stately mansion has de- 
scended from a small cottage. Re- 
semblances are not proof—they simply 
put us on inquiry. As one fact, such 
as the absence of the accused from 
the scene of the murder, outweighs 
all the resemblances that a thousand 
witnesses could swear to, so the in- 
ability of science to trace any one of 
the millions of species to another 
species, outweigh all the resemblances 
upon which evolutionists rely to es- 
tablish man's blood relationship with 
the brutes. 

“But while the wisest scientists can 
not prove a pushing power, such as 
evolution is supposed to be, there 
is a lifting power than any child can 
understand.

So, it has been reasoned by 
analogy, man rises, not by a power 
within him, but only when drawn up- 
ward by a higher power.

Few Understand. 


“Most of the people who believe in 
evolution do not know what evolu- 
tion means. One of the science books 
taught in the Dayton high school has 
a chapter on ‘The Evolution of Ma- 
chinery.” This is a very common 
misuse of the term. People speak of 
the evolution of the telephone, the 
automobile, and the musical instru- 
ment. But these are merely illus- 
trations of man’s power to deal in- 
telligently with inanimate matter; 
there is no growth from within in 
the development of machinery. 

“Equally improper is the use of 
the word ‘evolution’ to describe the 
growth of a plant from a seed, the 
growth of a chicken from an egg, or

the development of any form of ani- 
mal life from a single cell. All these 
give us a circle, not a change from 
one species to another. 
*Evolution—the evolution involved 
in this case, and the only evolution 
that is a matter of controversy any- 
where—is the evolution taught by de-

page 194 of Hunter's Civie Biology. 
The author estimates the number of 
species in the animal kingdom at 
518,900. These are divided into 18 
classes, and each class is indicated 
on the diagram by a circle, propor- 
tionate in size to the number of spe- 
cies in each class and attached by a 
stem to the trunk of the tre-. It he 
gins with protozoa and ends with the 
mammals. Passing over the class: ; 
with which the average man is un- 
familiar, let me call your attention to 
a few o: the larger and bettcr known 
groups. The insects are numbered at 
360,000, over two-thirds of the total 
number of species in the animal 
world. The fishes are numbered at 
13,000, the amphibians at 1,400, the 
reptiles at 3,500 and the birds are 
13.000 while 3,500 mammals are 
crowded together in a little circle 
that is barely higher than the bird 
circle. No circle is reserved for man 
alone. He is, according to the dia- 
gram, shut up in tle little circle en- 
titled ‘mammals’ with 3,499 other 
species of mammals. Does it not seem 
a little unfair not to distinguish be- 
tween man and lower forms of life? 

What shall we say of the _ intelli- 
gence, not to say ~eligion, of those 
who are so partic. « to distinguish 
between fishes and reptiles and birds, 
but put a man with an immortal soul 
in the same circle with the wolf, the 
hyena and the skurk? What must 
be the impression made upon children 
by such a degradation of man? 

Book for Children. 

“In the preface of this book, the 
author explains that it is for children, 
and adds that ‘the boy or girl of aver- 
age ability upon admission to the sec- 
ondary school is not a thinking indi- 

vidual.’ Whatever may be said in fa- 

vor of teaching evolution to adults, it 
surely is not proper to teach it to 
children who are not yet able to 
think. ; 

“The evolutionist does not under- 
take to tell us how protozoa, moved 
by interior and resident forces, sent 
life up ‘through all the various spe- 
cies, and cannot prove that there was 
actually any such compelling power 
at all. And yet, the school children 
are asked to accept their guesses and 
build a philosophy of life upon them. 
If it were not so serious a matter 
one might be tempted to speculate 
upon the various degrees of relation- 
ship that, according to evolutionists, 
exist between man and other forms 
of life. It might require some very 


nice calculation to determine at what |

Atlanta National 
Insurance Center, 
Emmett Small Says 


-Additional evidence that Atlanta is 
fast becoming an insurance center of 
nation-wide importance is furnished 
in figures of the Georgia Casualty 
company made public here by Emmett 
Small, president of the company, 
which have attracted unsual attention 
in national insurance journals. 

Analyzing a recent statement of the 
company, Mr. Small shows that the 
company had an increase in business 
for the first six months in the year 
of more than a quarter of a million 
dollars in net premiums.

STATE 1S ASKED

HEALTH TALKS 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M., D. 


ALL KINDS OF ARTHRITIS. 


F. E. Smith recently proposed this 
classification of the various kinds of 
chronic arthritis, that is, long endur- 


laity and some old fashioned physi* 
. > ¢ 
cians still call “rheumatism’ : 


Infectious. 
Tubercular arthritis. 
Syphilitic arthritis. 
Gonorrheal arthritis. 
Nonspecific so-called 
‘arthritis. 

Still's disease. 

Noninfectious. 

Atrophie arthritis—sometimes called 
“rheumatoid,” 

Hypertrophic arthritis—osteoarthri- 
tis. 

Villous arthritis, 

Gout, 

Help yourself to whichever type you 
prefer, but only one type to a person. 

Arthritis means literally joint in- 
flammation. It is therefore only a 
vague suggestion of the nature of the 
complaint. To run along on your own 
with the complacent notion that your 
trouble is chronic arthitis without con- 
cerning yourself to find out which 
i kind of arthrit@s you have is a pretty 
‘poor policy. That, however, is the 
favorite policy of a lot of Wisenheim- 
ers, who devote their leisure to the 
bootless business of getting uric acid 
out of their blood. It is nothing to 
such folks that healthy persons have a 
certain amount of urie acid in the 
blood—vou see this physiological fact 
was not heralded in the old almanacs. 
The quacks didn't distribute almanacs 
for the purpose of disseminating 
knowledge of physiology; that would 
have been bad for business. For the 
same reason the hokum and bunkem 
in the common school course in “‘phys- 
iology and hygiene” is carefully ar- 
ranged to avoid facts which might be 
of any use to the pupil in keeping 
well, 

Syphilitie arthritis frequently oce- 
curs even with a negative Wasser- 
mann reaction. Syphilis is probably 
responsible for 12 to 15 per cent of 
the chronie arthritis cases that turn 
up in clinies. The X-ray picture of the 
syphilitic joint often gives a clue to 
the character of the disease. Of course, 
anyone with syphilis may have any 
other type of arthritis. 

Still’s disease is a multiple arthritis 
occurring usually in lace childhood, 
associated with lymph node enlarge- 
iment and enlargement of the spleen. 

Drs. Riley and Smith suggest that 
;some deficiency of the pituitary gland 
may be a factor in Still's diséase. 
They praise the effects of tuberculin 
treatment, antisyphilitie systemic 
treatment and gonococcus bacterin re- 
spectively in tubercular, syphilitie and 
gonorrheal arthritis. In nonspecifie 
infectious arthritis they argue a char- 
{acteristic sensitivity to circulating 
|bacteria or their toxins, so that the 
patient suffers from septie foci, which 
in an ordinary individual would pro- 
duce no evident disturbances of 
health; on that basis they would at- 
tach importance even to the study of 
the bacterial flora of the intestine, in 
the treatment of arthritis. 

In all forms of arthritis the relief 
of pain is the patient's main object. 
Drs. Riley and Smith find the unto- 
ward by effects of the salicylates a 
bar to their use, but they believe a 
preparation called salethyi (ethyl sali- 
cylate), given in capsule in‘the aver- 
age dose of five drops, less likely to 
disturb the digestion, depress the 
heart or eause other side toxie effects 
than aspirin and other salicylates.

Georgia’s Taxation Problem 


BY JUDGE ENOCH H. CALLOWAY 


Why do the Owners, or Their Representatives, of Intangible 
Assets Oppose a Classification and Segregation Tax? 


The answer to this question under 
the tax situation in Georgia which is 
so readily disclosed by the comptrol- 
ler general’s reports, resolves itself 
necessarily to one reason, and that is 
ithat some of the owners of the large 
mass of intangible property owned in 
the state prefer the present ‘situation 
which raises no revenue and under 
which they escape all burdens of tax- 
ation rather than a_ system which 
would place some small burden upon 
their ownership of tangible assets, and 
which could and would be effectively 
enforced. But such a reason does not 
appeal to any fair mind, anJ the large 
mass of taxpayers of the state will 
insist upon a system which wil: col- 
lect taxes in a reasonable amount 
from the owners of this. class. of 
property. 

The owners of this class of prop- 
erty are acting very unwisely in op- 
posing a classification tax for th. rea- 
son that the owners of real estate and 
tangible pers: nal property, who are 


fnow « rrying practically all of the 
burden of direct property taxation in 
Georgia may rise in their might and 
force this intangible property on the 
digest to such an extent as to either 
confiscate the intangible property, or 
drive it from the state which natu- 
rally would bring great disaster to 
all classes of people in the state. 
Again at death this intangible prop- 
erty must be inventoried and _ the 
state has the right to then assess it 
for seven years’ back taxes at its 
full market. value which in like man- 
ner would be very hurtful to the heirs 
and legatees of the ow...rs. 

While an income tax would, in 
some measure, bring some revenue 
from intangible property, such reve- 
nue would necessarily be very small, 
and at the same time would put an 
additional tax burden upon the in- 
com: derived from real estate and 
tangible personal property without re- 
living such classes of property from 
the direct taxes which they now pay.

In the six presi- 
dential campaigns from 1896 to 1916, 
inclusive, always one of these three 
was one of the candidates and some- 
fimes two of them. When they were 
not themselves candidates, they us- 
ually determined who else should be. 
Pryan nominated himself three times 
—<determined the nomination of Wil- 
son in 1912 and that in turn deter- 
mined the renomination of Wilson in 
1916. Roosevelt nominated himself in 
1004. nominated Taft m 1908S, nomi- 
nated himself again in 1912, and by 
eansing the break in the republican 
party determined the presidency of 
Wilson in 1912 and 1916. 

Period Really Ended in 1919. 

This period, so completely domi- 
nated by three men, really came to 
an end in 191%. In that year, one, 
Roosevelt, died: another, Wilson, be- 
eame incapacitated and Bryan already 
had yielded the leadership of his par- 
ty. These three passed and left us 
yery poor, indeed. Since 1919 Amer- 
fea has been beref of a leadership 
which had supplied practically all its 
warieties of political thought for a 
generation.
